Eight Countries Sign 
Big Defence Pact 


‘North Atlantic Nations Get 
$1,000,000,000 in U.S. Arms 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(AP)—Hight western Euro- 
pean countries sign on the dotted line today for $1,000,000,- 
000 in American arms aid. 

About three months behind schedule, ambassadors 
from Britain, France, Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands, Lux- 
embourg, Norway and Denmark are to put their signatures 
to separate arms agreements. 

These documents give in detail 
the conditions under which the 
United States will ship guns, tanks, 
planes, ships, raw materials and 
machinery to its Atlantic Pact 
allies to bolster their defences 
against possible Russian attack. 

President Truman’s formal ap- 
proval of a master defence plan 
for the North Atlantic area is ex- 
pected a few hours later. This plan 
was worked out in pritave last 
month by military chiefs of the 12 
Atlantic Pact countries. 


START IN FEBRUARY 

The United States Congress 
specified last October when it ap- 
proved plans to réarm Western 
Europe, that the administration 
must approve the strategy outline!

As announced by The Edmonton Bulle- 
tin on June 23, 1949, Mr. J. J. Bowlen of 
Calgary has been appointed lieutenant- 
governor of Alberta and, as anticipated by 
everybody, Mr. Justice George B. O’Con- 
nan been named chief justice. 

Belated as these appointments may be, 
and they surely are belated, they are none 
the less welcome because each is a good 
appointment of a sound and capable man. 

But we pronounced a panegyric on Mr. 
Bowlen more than seven months ago when 
the appointment was made and before it 
was hush-hushed into a state secret. So 
far as Chief Justice O’Connor is concerned, 
eulogies are unnecessary because every- 
body in this community is aware of his 
capacity as a barrister and a judge.

Dangerous Hunting 
Australian Game 


MELBOURNE, Australia —This 
is a peculiar country in at least 
one respect—which is that the 
wildlife seems highly resentful of 


mankind and _ continually at- 
tempts to take the continent 
away from him, 

We were talking lately about 
the siege of the rabbits, But that's 
only part of the story, Recently 
a 12-foot shark leaped into a boat 
with three fishermen and beat 
them up badly with his thrash- 
ing tail. A tame black eagle, with 
an eight-foot wing spread, slipped 
its cage and attacked a Sydney 
mother and her seven-year-old 
child. 

At one of the sheep stations a 
band of emus, or cut-down os- 
triches, chased the sheep com- 
pletely away from the water hole 
and refused to let them return for 
a drink, In a little out-back town 
a swarm of thirst-maddened rats 
invaded the community, jostling 
the citizens off the sidewalks and 
throwing the fear of God into 
the dogs. 

On the big sheep and cattle 
stations the rabbits, kangaroos, 
pigs and emus work together 
against the graziers, The ‘roos 
and emus kick holes in the fences 
to let the rabbits through, and 
the wild pigs root holes under 
the fences and tear up the ter-

Which is why I found myself 
tearing over some several miles 
of Aussie pampas in an automo- 
bile, dodging stump holes and 
grazing trees, in the maddest 
game of cops and robbers you 
ever saw. Up ahead were some 
101 kangaroos, leaping like de- 
mons on, the horizon, and averag- 
ing about 40 miles an hour, 

Kangaroo coursing is possibly 
the most exciting sport I ever got 
mixed up in, It ealls for driving 
skill I never saw equaled outside 
this country, Sir Alexander Ram- 
Say, manager of the sheep sta- 
tion Haddon Rig, handled the car 
as if he were driving down a 
broad Melbourne boulevard. 

To hit a running ‘roo from a 
speeding car, at a distance of sev- 
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eral hundred yards, calls tor a 
brand of marksmanship ] unfor- 
tunately do not possess, but the 
professional exterminatorg can 
pop them over at 500 to 1000 
yards with remarkable consist- 
ency. You can only stop them by 
hitting them in the head, the 
heart or the hip, and the pros 
aim for the hip. 

I was lucky enough to knock 
over one big buck which stopped 
to examine us more closely. 1 hit 
him with a .303 front and centre, 
and down he went, Five minutes 
later he was up and away. He 
ran for a solid hour, and absorb- 
ed three more slugs before he 
quit. Any one of the five big 
bullets was placed to kill an or- 
dinary beast.
